I. — PUBLIC WORKS LOANS. 


During the year ended 31st March, 1887, we have, with the approval of the Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, made 1,358 loans, amounting to £623,400 
as compared with 2,166 loans for £808,5 16 for the year to 31st March, 1886, showing 
a decrease of SOS in number and £185,116 in money. 

This reduction as regards numbers arises mainly from the reduced number of appli- 
cations for loans for the improvement of land both by landlords and tenants, which is, 
to a great extent, apparently accounted for by the disturbed and unsettled state of the 
country. 

The following statement shows the twenty- two different purposes to which these 
loans, amounting to £623,400, have been allocated.

The above-mentioned amounts include a few special loans to which we beg to call 
attention : — £44,000 to the Clogher Valley Tramway Company, on the security of 
Share Capital for that amount, being part of £1 32,000, on which portions of the counties 
Fermanagh and Tyrone have guaranteed, in event of failure of the net revenue, to make 
up a dividend to the extent of £5 per cent, per annum perpetually. This line has been 
carried out under the the Tramway and Public Companies Act, 1883, and connects 
Maguire’s Bridge in the County Fermanagh on the North Western Branch of the 
Great Northern Railway with Tynan, in the County Armagh, on another branch of the 
same railway system leading to the North of Ireland, thus bringing a large district, 
including the towns of Fivemiletown, Clogher, and Aughnacloy in direct communication 
with all parts of Ireland. _ It has recently been opened for traffic, being the second line 
completed under the provisions of that Act, and the result of its working and earning 
powers will be watched with considerable interest as an index of what may be expected 
from projects of this class. 

A sum of £67,000 has been similarly advanced to the Cavan, Leitrim, and Roscommon 
Light Railway and Tramway Company, Limited, on the security of Share Capital of that 
amount, being part of £202,000 on which portions of the Counties of Cavan and Leitrim 
have guaranteed a dividend at 5 per cent, per annum. This line which is also promoted 
under the Act of 18S3, and is now in progress of construction, will connect the town of 
Belturbet on the Great Northern Railway with Dromod on the Midland Great Western 
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Railway, and in this way will no doubt become a great convenience to the intermediate 
district. The Company are also making a branch line of tramway to connect the 
Arrigna iron works near Drumshambo with their main line at Balljnamore. The whole 
length of the line is nearly 50 miles, and will therefore admit of being worked economi- 
cally, by the Company’s own rolling stock and engines, thus holding its own independent 
position as regards traffic arrangements between the two systems of railways connected 
by it. 

These two advances have been made under the Public Works Loans Tramways 
(Ireland) Act, 1886. 

We now beg to refer briefly to the various classes of loan under our management, and 
to point out in continuation of former reports the progress which has been made in the 
past year. The first on this list is the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1885, 
under which we are authorized to make advances for the limited period of three years 
to the 31st December, 1888, at reduced rates of interest commencing with 3^ per cent, 
when the term of years does not exceed twenty, and increasing by 2s. §d, per cent, for 
each further period not exceeding ten years until the rate amounts to 3£ per cent, for 
the maximum period of from forty-one to fifty years. In this respect this Act modifies 
the Labourers Dwellings in Towns Act, 1866, under which the rate of interest was 4 per 
cent, for any period not exceeding forty years, and also the Artizans Dwellings Act, 
1875, to which the same privilege applies. Under these conditions twenty-four loans 
were made in the year for £79,161, as against twenty loans for £50,755 in 1885-86. 
This increase does not indicate that any considerable advantage will be taken of the 
favourable terms on which such advances may for the present be made. In the period, 
however, we have received forty-five applications for upwards of £195,000, some 
of which are still, under inquiiy and may become future loans, the tendency, however, 
being that the amounts applied for generally admit of a large reduction before they 
reach the loan stage. 

The Glebe Loans Act of 1870, the provisions of which have been repeatedly extended, 
and which will remain by the last of such extensions in operation until 31st December, 
1888, shows a total advance spread over sixteen years of £391,753, to 916 borrowers! 
This advance has been made on foot of loans amounting to £398,738, sanctioned to 
clergymen of the following denominations : —

During the year fifty loans for £21,075 have been sanctioned, against fifty -seven 
loans for £18,971 in the previous year. 

Under the Public Health Acts fifty-five loans for sanitary purposes, amounting to 
£63,028, have been authorized, which shows a large decrease from the transactions of' the 
previous year, when the amount was £165,480, spread over only fifty-one loans. The

The total advances made for these and similar purposes now amount to £1,346,014, 
including £103,850 issued during the year. 
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The operations under the arterial drainage service have dwindled down to fora ^maU 
loans amounting to £14,882, including one supplemental loan for £2,500. 1 lie dual

The next class is that of loans to landlords under the provisions of the Land Improve 
mentAct 10 Vic., cap. 32, &c., in respect of which loans for £54,52o have been 
sanctioned in the year. Here, again, and no doubt for the reasons given under arterial

The total advances made to landlords for the various purposes authorized by these 
Acts now amount to £4,794,772. . , c , , 

The third division under which we make advances for the improvement of land com- 
prises loans to tenants in pursuance of the 31st section of the Land Law Act of 1881, 
which are secured by a mortgage on their holdings. Under this head as under the two 
preceding heads, we have also to report a decided decline in the number of applications 
which we are unable fully to explain. It is, however, no doubt partly due to the 
necessity we are under, with the view of securing the repayment of the advances to 
look more searchingly into the security ; this includes the obligation of insisting on the 
production of rent receipt to the latest date before each instalment is issued. The loans 
sanctioned in the year number 736 for £60,955, show a marked decrease on the 
operations of the years preceding, as exemplified by the following table

Since the passing of the Act 8,332 loans have been authorized, amounting to £700,377, 
in respect of which £562,356 has been actually advanced, including £75,442 in the year. 

The total advances made through this Department during the last forty-two years 
for the improvement of land under the three services— arterial drainage, £3,091,606 ; 
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loans to landlords for the improvement of land, £4,794,772 ; and to tenants for like 
purposes, £562,356, amount to £8,448,734. 

Under the Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 and 1885, by which we can make loans to 
sanitary authorities for the erection of dwellings for agricultural labourers on the 
security of the rates of the district embraced in each scheme, 214 new charges have 
been created and loans sanctioned to the extent of £136,679, which nearly corresponds 
with the operations of the former year when 226 loans for £136,589 were made, making 
with previous authorizations a total of 607 loans for £358,007, on account of which 
the sum of £222.403 has been actually issued. 

lhe other classes of loans detailed at pp. 6, 7, and 8 do not require any special 
observations on the present occasion. They include three loans to Grand Juries of 
Counties ; one to the Corporation of Belfast for a library ; one for Fox Lodge Industrial 
School, Belfast ; six for additions and alterations to District Lunatic Asylums ; fifty- 
three for National School Teachers’ residences ; ten for Dispensary Houses ; nine for 
Non-vested Schools and Training Colleges : eleven under sec. 19 of the Land Law Act, 
1881, for labourers’ cottages ; and one under the Land Act of 1870 to enable a landlord 
to compensate his tenant for improvements. 


Church Fund Loans. 

The advances out of the £1,500,000 authorized to be made by the Relief of Distress 
Acts of 1880, out of the Irish Church Funds amount to £1,269,933, including £2,625 
made in the past year. The principal repayments in the year amounted to £40,822, 
and the interest payments to £10,480. The total repayments amount to £168,639 prin- 
cipal, and £43,054 in respect of interest. 


Advances and Repayments. 

The advances to Borrowers in the year out of moneys issued from the Consolidated 
Fund, were £660,913, and from the Church Fund £2,625, making a total of £663,538 as 
compared with £721,427 in 1885-86. 

The total of all our loan advances since the year I SI 7, to 31st March, 1887, amounts 
to £36,171,677.

We regret to report that the amount of these arrears continues to increase, showing 
an advance on last year of £52,721. The increase on the several classes of loans com- 
prised under the head of “Public Works Loans, generally,” from £9 966 to £16,517, is 
accounted for by the principal instalments in the arrear on the loan for Dublin (booth) 
City Market (a different arrangement for the repayment of which, however, is now 
under consideration), and by increasing arrears on Harbour Loans— notably Wicklow 
and Galway Harbours. _ , . ■ ,, , . , , .. 

The increase in the arrears on the Clare Slob Loan calls for no. special explanation , 
until the work is completed there is no way of discharging the accruing interest. 

As to arrears on Public Health Loans increasing from £7,254 to £8,769, while we 
are pleased to report that the arrangement made for the discharge of the Wexford 
Corporation arrears has proved satisfactory, we regret that there is a tendency on the 
part of some Unions not to meet their engagements with punctuality, which arises from 
the failure on the part of Guardians to strike sufficient rates, arid when rates are struck 
the difficulty found in collecting them. In two instances the repayment has been post- 
poned by a change of liability from Union to Town and from Town to Union, but as the 
new arrangements have now come into operation in these cases it is hoped that the 
arrears which have arisen by this disturbance will soon be paid off. 

The Railway Loans arrears show an increase, and now amount to £209,350, viz., 
£120,816 for principal instalments, and £88,534 for interest accrued due and not paid. 
It has been previously stated that except in cases where a guarantee has been obtained 
the payment of interest depends on the net profits of the line, and as these have shown 
no general improvement during the past year it is obvious that this arrear must be an 
increasing one till times improve. This also explains the reason of the increase of the 
principal arrears, which must be discharged either by the issue of a debenture capital, 
or by the sale of the lines. At the present time the public show a disinclination to invest 
in branch lines, even where the payment of interest becomes tolerably certain, and 
consequently when there is no such certainty the difficulty of placing such capital 
becomes greater. 

The arrears on loans advanced for the improvement and purchase of lands still show an 
increase on former years, viz. : — £88,289 against £77,967, in 1885-86. The following 
table shows how these outstanding charges have been growing during the past eight

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Under the instructions conveyed in your Lordships’ letter of 3rd April, 1886, active 
steps were taken last October in proceeding to recover debts of £50 and under by Civil 
Bill at Quarter Sessions. About 650 certificates were issued, and decrees obtained inmost 
cases. These are beginning to bear fruit, and if similar energy is applied to the recovery 
of the larger debts which form the greater part of this large arrear, but for which pro- 
ceedings cannot be put in force so expeditiously, it is hoped by the close of another year 
material reductions will have been made in these large outstanding land arrears, but the 
difficulties have no doubt been increased by the large accumulations. 


Outstanding Balances. 

The outstanding balances which at the end of March, 1886, amounted to £7,796,956, 
have by the operations of the year just ended increased to £8,163,579, viz. : — an in- 
crease of £366,623.

The average rate chargeable on the advances from the Consolidated Fund was 
£3 12s. Id., on 31st March, 1885; £3 12s. 11 d., on the 31st March, 1886; and 
£3 13s. 3d., on the 31st March, 1887, but the interest realized in the year did not 
average more than £3 4s. per cent. 


Estimate for Loans. 

We have submitted in the ordinary way our estimate of the probable requirements 
for the year 1887-88, amounting to £1,219,000, on account of which £1,200,000 will, it 
is considered, be sufficient to discharge all possible demands. 


Labouring Classes’ Lodgings and Dwellings Acts. 

29 & 30 Vic., c. 44, 1866, and the Housing of the Working Classes' Act, 1885, 

48 & 49 Vic., c. 72. 

Since the passing of the first Act above referred to, in 1866, to the close of the year 
1884-85, a period of nineteen years, loans were made under the provisions of that and 
the amending Acts, amounting to £281,334, for the erection of dwellings for 3.316 
families, the rate of interest charged being 4 per cent. 
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The more favourable terms granted by your Lordships’minute of 23rd January, 1886, as 
to the rate of interest on such Loans has had the effect of stimulating in some degree 
v hose desirous of providing improved dwellings for the labouring classes and it will be 
observed that during the year 1885-86 twenty Loans were made to the amount of 
£50 755 for building 713 dwellings, while during the past year applications have been 
received for Loans amounting to £195,831 for building labourers dwellings, of which 
twenty-four, to the amount of £79,161, have been sanctioned

To secure that the loans sanctioned shall be applied to the erection of such dwellings 
as come fairly within the scope of the Acts, and are in every respect suitable to the 
means and requirements of the labouring classes, it is made a condition*" with the 
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borrower that the rents to be charged are not to exceed certain specified sums, such 
rents being fixed on consideration of the locality and the class of labourers for whom 
accommodation is required. This arrangement has had the effect of limiting the cost 
of the erection of dwellings built under the loans referred to, and thus securing as far as 
practicable their being permanently available for occupation by the labouring classes.

National School Teachers’ Residences (Ireland) Acts. 

38 & 39 Vic., c. 82 ; 42 & 43 Vic., c. 74. 

Seventy applications under these Acts have been received during the year for loans, 
amounting to £15,485, and 53, amounting to £12,175 have been granted. Some 
are still under consideration. The amount issued on this service during the year has 
been £6,960, and from the passing of the Acts, £60,363. 

Dispensary Houses (Ireland) Act. 

42 & 43 Vic., c. 25. 

The applications under this Act have been sixty-nine, amounting to £47,784. 

Of these ten were received during the year ending 31st March, 1887, for £4,330. The 
total amount issued has been £42,468, of which £7,758 was paid out during the present 
year. 

Loans for Schools and Training Colleges (Ireland) Act, 1884. 

47 & 48 Vic., cap. 22. 

Under the provisions of the above Act, which was passed in 1884, the Commissioners 
of Public Works may, on the recommendation of the Commissioners of National 
Education and with the approval of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, on being satisfied as to the sufficiency of the security, make loans for the 
purpose of assisting any person in the erection, enlargement, structural' improvement, 
or purchase of a house to be used as a non-vested National school or training college, 
or in the improvement of any existing non-vested National school or training college, 
or in the acquisition or improvement of a farm not exceeding twenty-five acres in 
extent connected with a non-vested National school or training college, to be used for 
the purpose of agricultural instruction, or for the purpose of discharging any debt due 
and incurred before the 19th day of May, 1884, in the erection, enlargement, structural 
improvement, or purchase of a house to be used as a training college, and loans made 
for any of the foregoing purposes are repayable by an annual rentcharge of five per 
cent, in thirty-five years. 

The provisions of the Act will no doubt be availed of to a very large extent, 
particularly in poor and remote districts, where difficulty has been experienced in 
raising the necessary contributions to entitle Managers to obtain grants in aid of the 
construction of schools. 

During the past year seventeen applications have been received for loans amounting 
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to £1 3,640, and the Board anticipate, as sufficient time has now elapsed to enable 
Managers to acquire sites, that el large number of applications for loans for the erection 
of buildings will be made. 

Public Libraries Acts. 

40 & 41 Vic., cc. 15 & 54. 

The Belfast Corporation have applied for an advance of £20,000, but the application 
has been abandoned. 


Industrial Schools (Ireland) Act, 1885. 

48 Vic., c. 19. 

Five applications for loans, amounting to £19,400, have been received during the past 
year ; of these four have been sanctioned amounting to £17,000, and the fifth has been 
withdrawn as it did not come within the provisions of the Act.

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Main and Thorough Drainage. 

The number of loans sanctioned for works, of which thorough drainage forms the 
principal part, since the commencement in 1847 to the 31st March in this year, are 
7,993, amounting to £3,6-55,942, and of this number 41 loans amounting to*£ 1 5,290 
were approved during the year ending 31st March, 18S7. 


Planting for Shelter. 

Since the passing of the Act 29 and BO Vie.; c. 40, 95 loans, amounting to £19,955 
have been made, and of that number, 6, amounting to £1,725, were sanctioned during 
the year now reported, on. 


Farm Buildings. 


For this class of work 2,294 loans have been sanctioned since the passing of the Act 
13 & 14 Vic., c. 19, the amount being £1,030,385. This includes 105 loans, amounting 
to £30,910, approved during the past financial year. 


Dwellings for Agricultural Labourers. 

The number of loans granted for this class of work since the passing of the Act 23 
Vic., c. 19, is 632, amounting to £3 L 7,085 ; of this number, 18, amounting to £6,700 
were approved since our last Report. 


Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881. — Loans to Tenants. 

Sections 19 and 31. 

The Sections of the above quoted Act under which the Board are empowered to 
make loans for improvements, are the 19th and 31st. Under the former, the total 
number of loans sanctioned up to the 31st March, 1887, is 221, amounting to £13,776, 
and of this total, instalments amounting to £12,277 have been issued to borrowers, 
who, pursuant to the orders of the Land Commission, have proceeded to erect cottages 
for labourers on their holdings. Under Section 31 the number of applications received 
during the year ending 31st March, 1887, was 911, the number of sanctioned cases 
being 736, amounting to £60,955. The amount issued during, the same period was 
£75,442, making with the issues in previous years the sum of £562,356 advanced to 
tenant occupiers under this Section. This shows a falling off as compared with the 
year ending March, 1886, which is mainly, if not altogether due to the unsettled state 
of the country. The Board’s requirement that applicants for loans should show pay- 
ment of rent to a satisfactory date (a provision absolutely necessary for the protection 
of their security) could not fail to operate as a check to applications for advances at 
a time of peculiar difficulty as regards the relations between landlords and tenants.

But as from these services we have derived rents, tolls, fees, &c., amounting to £12,172, 
•of which the sum of £11,705 has been paid or will be paid over to Her Majesty’s 
Exchequer in aid of Revenue — the net charge amounts to £291,948. 

Public Buildings. 

General Observations 

The maintenance of the several buildings in the Board’s charge, together with such 
minor alterations and supplies of furniture and fittings as were necessary, have been 
duly attended to, and the authorized allowances of Fuel and Light provided. 

The following new works and important alterations have been carried out during the 
year : — 

Coast Guard Stations. — The new Stations" at Malahide, County Dublin, Liscannor, 
County Clare, and the additions to Moville, County Donegal, have been completed and 
occupied, and contracts have been entered into for new Stations at Ballyness and Innis- 
boffin, County Donegal, Enniscrone, County Sligo, and Mulroy, County Donegal. 

Metropolitan Police. — The Office for the Superintendent at the Rathmines Station has 
been completed 

Royal Irish Constabulary. — The new Barracks at Portadown, County Armagh, and 
Dingle, County Kerry, have been completed — that at Galway will be complete early in 
the current year. The extension of building at Aughrim, County. Galway, has been 
abandoned, as has also the conversion of the Military Barrack at Ballaghadereen, County 
Mayo. r l he conversion of the bridewell at Navan for a Constabulary Barrack is complete, 
and that of the County Gaol at Roscommon for a similar purpose is in progress. 

Dundrum, &c. — The most urgently required portion of the addition to the Asylum 
has been supplied by the addition of twelve single rooms, airing yards attached. The 
execution of the additions has been suspended for the present. 

National Education. — The several works for which provision was made as additions to 
and improvements of the Metropolitan Offices and Schools, and the Model Schools have 
been completed. 

A large proportion of the amount of the annual grants recently made has been 
appropriated to schools of large size in populous districts or attached to religious com- 
munities. 

The cost of the schools erected with the aid of the grants under plans supplied or 
approved by the Board have ranged from £4 per child in the smallest, to £2 10s. in the 
largest schools, the site being in every case provided free or at a nominal rent. These 
rates are found too low, the amount of school area per child being less than recent in- 
vestigation shows to be desirable, and the revision of the school plans is at present 
under consideration with a view of removing this objection. 

The demands for grants for new schools still continue to increase, owing to the with- 
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drawal of opposition to the placing of schools under thefNational Education Board and 
though no expense is sanctioned in the erection of these schools, but that which is 
necessary to secure sound construction and efficiency in working, the large number of 
cases .involves a very considerable annual outlay. The following schedule shows the 
amount of the grants made for ordinary literary schools during each of the last six 
years.

During the past year the Commissioners of National Education have, notified grants 
m aid of building 118 new schools, and of structural alterations^and improvements at 
87 others. A considerable amount of work for which grants'" were made in former 
years, has mso been carried out. 

Seven grants have been made for building teachers’ residences in connexion with 
vested schools, but since loans have been sanctioned for the erection of such residences, 
but few applications have; been received for grants which are limited to one-half of the 
cost, and not in any case exceeding £100. 

Revenue Department — Customs. 

The works consequent on the redistribution of the offices in the Belfast Custom 
House, arising from the transfer of the Post Office from that building to the new offices 
specially erected for that department are in progress. 


Post Offices. 

The new offices at Belfast and Galway have been completed and are occupied. Con- 
siderable progress has been made with the alterations and additions to the General Post 
Office, Dublin, and those required to the Offices at Armagh, Limerick, and Waterford 
have been completed. 

Depositories for Parochial Records. 

Act 39 & 40 Vic. 1 , c. 58. 

Under the provisions of this Act, inspections of proposed Repositories have been 
made in twelve cases, and reports thereon forwarded to the Deputy Keeper of 
Records. 

Parks and Gardens. 

The Phoenix Pari . — The several buildings, roads, plantations, &c., have been satis- 
factorily maintained, and the People’s Garden continues to be much appreciated by the 
public as a place of recreation. 

St. Stephens-green Park has been maintained in good order, and is frequented by a 
large and increasing number of visitors of all ages and classes. 

The Carragli of Kil tare . — The official residence of the Deputy Ranger of the Curragh 
has been maintained in an efficient state. 


Royal Harbours. 

Kingstown, County Dublin. 

The works at this Harbour have been maintained in good order during the year. The 
Troopship course from the west end of Victoria Wharf has been deepened, and exten- 
sive repairs have been made to the two Steam Dredgers and Barges. A quantity, 
16,490 tons, of silt has been dredged during the year. The Platform of the Mail Packet 
Pier, on the western side, has been extended for a length of seventy feet, found to be 
necessary for the rapid transhipment of Her Majesty's Mails. 
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Water has been supplied to Her Majesty’s Ships, the vessels of the Irish Light » 
Board, and trading vessels, and a quantity of 1,3 S 4 tons of ballast supplied 'to thi 
latter. . ....

The roads, piers, and wharves of this harbour have been kept in good repair during 
the past year. The sea slope of the eastern pier has been completed and the pavement 
of the wharf has been concreted.

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Royal University Buildings. 

The contract for the additions and structural alterations of the existing buildings was 
entered into on the 21st August, 1884. In the existing buildings provision is made 
for the official business of the University, the keeping of its records, the meeting of 
Senate and Convocation, Library and Museum Rooms for Examiners, Waiting, Retmmg, 
and Refreshment Rooms for Male and Female Candidates, and eight Examination Halls, 
accommodating from 20 to 200 students each. . . 

The additions consist of Halls for Technical examinations in Chemistry, Physics, 
Physiology, Anatomy, and Biology. 

The several building works have been completed, and most of the fittings tor the 
several Departments, so far as at present required, have been provided. 

New Museum of Science and Art and National Library Buildings. 

The erection of these buildings (a perspective view of the design for which is 
annexed (see Appendix F.), is proceeding rapidly and satisfactorily. The eastern wing 
of the Museum has been covered in, and it is anticipated that the entire building, with 
the exception of the central court, will be roofed in before winter. 

Considerable progress has been made with the National Library — a large portion of 
the basement of which has been built. 


Ancient Monuments Protection Act, 1882. 

45 & 46 Vic., cap. 73. 

The works executed during the past year for the preservation and protection of the 
monuments included in the schedule attached to the above Act, will be found very 
fully detailed in the report of the Superintendent in the Appendix F. 

At Dowth Rath and Lough Crew (Tattin) the necessary works have been completed. 

At Glen Malin works of research have been more extensive than originally anticipated, 
the results have, however, been most interesting, but have involved the execution of 
considerable works for the protection of these ancient structures. 

The necessary steps have been taken for the preservation of such of the other 
monuments included in the schedule attached to the Act, as have been transferred to 
us by the owners for guardianship. 


III.— MISCELLANEOUS OR NON-VOTED SERVICES. 

This last division of our duties comprises a variety of services placed under our con- 
trol or management in pursuance of several Acts of Parliament. 

Thouo-h numerous, some of them are of only casual occurrence, and therefore do not 
form the subject of any special remarks. 

Those on which special reports follow are arterial drainage works, where, except in 
the matter of occasional maintenance, our functions, in addition to making loan advances, 
are confined to advice to Drainage Trustees and Boards, in making awards for completed 
works, to distribute the proper proportion of charges among the proprietors of land in 
each district, and, when called upon to do so, to increase the rents of tenants in respect of 
these improvements. 

We are charged with a variety of duties in connexion with fishery piers and harbours 
which are constructed by Government grants and contributions from counties, and 
others locally interested in these works. This duty is not confined to new works, but 
to the very numerous piers which have been constructed from time to tire e by Government 
aid since the year 1820, and which, although invested in counties, frequently require the 
direct interference of Government, either in the matter of repairs or otherwise. 

The operations on the service, as the report shows, were largely increased by the 
grant made by Parliament of £250,000, out of the Irish Church Funds under the 
provisions of the Sea Fisheries Ireland Act, 1883. 

The extensive loan operations lead sometimes to the necessity of our taking over and 
completing works which have been commenced by borrowers, who have failed in their 
execution. 
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The administration of the Shannon and other navigations in Ireland whether 
maintained from their own funds, as in the case of the Shannon, or partly bv votes of 
Parliament, involve considerable care and attention. 

The next class of duties embraced in this division is the administration of two special 
loan funds, one the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund, including ten distinct binds 
applicable to the counties named hereafter in this Report. The funds of the eight 
maritime counties are applied to the purpose of loans to aid fishermen in buying 
boats, gear, nets, or m creating oyster beds ; and in the case of two inland counties 
Roscommon and Tipperary, to works of general utility by any Town Commissioners in 
these counties. 

The Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund, which was handed over to us, in pursuance of an 
Act passed in 1884, is applicable for Fishery Loans mail the- maritime counties of 
Ireland, a preference being given to those counties which are not in possession of any 
assignment under the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund. 

Another important branch of this division is the care and preservation of 137 
National ecclesiastical structures which have been vested in us from time to time and 
are maintained out of a grant of £50,000 allocated for the purpose from the Irish 
Church Fund in pursuance of the Irish Church Act, 1869. 

Certain duties in connexion with the Grand Jury system of Ireland still devolve on 
us, the principal of which are the occasional repair of Post Roads, the examination of 
County Surveyors Assistants, the building of bridges between counties, and other 
miscellaneous duties. 

The Report also shows that we are charged with certain duties in connexion with 
Limited Owners Residences, Arbitrations under the Railways Acts, and in aiding 
the Local Government Board with certain financial duties connected with Emigration 
Relief of Distress, and also carrying out the duties of the Board of Control of Lunatic 
Asylums. 

A report of the proceedings taken by us in connexion with the Tramways and Light 
Hallways of Ireland, both under former Acts and under the Tramways and Public Com- 
panies Act of 1883, is also appended. 

. The receipts and expenditure incurred under the Miscellaneous Services are detailed 
m the Appendix A 5, A 6, and A 7, and amount to £221,869 and £21 7,871 respectively 
as against £172,869 and £166,504, in the year to 31st March, 1886.

The total number of applications received from the passing of the first of these Acts 
m tiie year 1863 to the 31st of March, 1887, is ninety-three, including three received 
during the year 1886-87; viz. :

River, county Cork. 

The preliminary inquiries are being proceeded with in these cases. 

The Assents having been received, a Provisional Order was made for the Follistown, 
county Meath ; and a Bill to confirm the Provisional Order was sent to the Treasury* 
and was passed this Session. J ’ 

The works have been in progress in the following districts : — 

River Suck, counties Galway and Roscommon ; Lough and Rivpr Erne, Diainage 
and Navigation, counties of Fermanagh, Cavan, Monaghan and Donegal’; Milford, 
county Cork; Owenroe and Moynalty, county Meath; Nanny River, county Meath ; 
Upper Nanny River, county Meath ; Cashen River, county Kerry; Upper Morning 
Star, county Limerick ; Ballyteigue and Kilmore, county Wexford ; and Glasheen River 
county Cork. 

No loan has yet been applied for in the case of the Cahermone district, in the county 
of Cork, for which the Provisional Order Confirmation Act was obtained on the 2nd 
April, 1882. 

A schedule of the final awards made under these Acts will be found in the appendix. 

The total area of land drained or improved in the forty-two districts in which final 
awards have been made, is 78,828 statute acres, and the total cost chargeable thereto 
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amounts to £504,598. This Fas been in addition to the worts of the 121 districts, carried 
out under the Act 5 & 6 Vic., c. 89, and the Acts amending it, between the years 1813 
and 1860, on which an expenditure of £ 2 , 390,612 was incurred of which £,0,201 was 
for works chargeable to counties : £141,073 a free grant ; £J, -06,31 2 remitted , and 
£1,043,227 made repayable by annuity or otherwise, by which 266,736 acres were drained 
or improved. 

Increased Bents in reseect of Drainage, Charges. 


Duvinff the past year 8 applications were received from Proprietors for increased 
rents to be paid by the tenants in respect of lands improved by drainage, embracing 
63 holdings; 60 being tenants from year to year, and 3 leaseholders; and meetings 
have been held by us to determine the amounts. 


Bailway Clauses Consolidation Act.

Plans, sections, and schedules were received during the year in four cases, viz. : — 

The Cavan, Leitrim, and Boscommon Light Bailway (Woodford Bridge), the Clogher 
Valley Tramway, the West Clare Light Bailway, the Schull and Skibbereen Tramway 
and Light Bailway. . .. . . 

In the first three cases the certificates provided for by the Apt have been given, in 
the fourth considerable difficulty has been experienced in obtaining, from the Company 
the requisite plans, &c., and we are still endeavouring, before taking the compulsory 
steps provided in the Acts, to induce them to furnish the information required. 


Fishery Piers and Harbours Maintenance. 


Under the Act 16 & 17 Vic., cap. 136. 

During the year the pier at Errislnnnan (Drimmeen) in the County of Mayo, has been 
repaired by your Lordships’ authority, at a cost of £208 14s. 3d. Some repairs being 
also necessary to Spiddle^Pier, County Galway, they have been executed under your 
Lordships’ authority, at an outlay of £54 16s. 6d., both of which sums will be levied off 
the respective counties. ' 


Sea Fisheries (Ireland) Act, 1883. 

The number of works sanctioned by your Lordships to be constructed under this Act 
is 59 ; the estimated cost of which amounts to the sum of £237,965. 

At the end of the financial year 23 of these were completed, 12 others though not 
quite complete were practically finished, and 24 were in different stages of construction. 
The gross amount of certified expenditure on these works was £159,095, of which a sum 
of nearly £11,000 was retained as security for the due completion of unfinished works by 
the several contractors.

On the 4th May, 1886, we were authorized by your Lordships to proceed with the 
construction of sixty feet in length of the Southern Pier, in which no change from the 
original method of construction was proposed in the report of the consulting Engineers, 
Messrs. Stevenson and Stoney. 

On the 25th June following a joint deputation from the Town Commissioners and 
Harbour Committee unanimously approved of the Pier being finished on the original 
design, and this course was sanctioned by your Lordships on the 14th July, 1886. 

"W ith respect to the construction of the N orth Groin, although the Local Committee 
considered it not only useless, but injurious at the time of the visit of Messrs. Stevenson 
and Stoney to the Harbour, there is now a very general if not a unanimous opinion as 
to its necessity. 

The Town Commissioners have, however, declined to give the necessary guarantee 
for the extra cost which would be involved in its construction. Your Lordships have 
ordered that the works should be handed over to them (in accordance with the Act of

The above totals include 350 loans for £6,516 made in the year as compared with 
722 loans for £11,068 in the year ended December, 1885. This decrease is accounted 
for by the fact, that the Funds for Counties Cork, Galway, and Mayo fell short of their 
requirements, to supply which allocations to the extent of £5,800 were made out of the 
Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund. The repayments in the year amounted to £7,345, but 
we regret to find the instalments in arrear are increasing, and amount to £2,188 against 
£1,657 in the previous year. 

Sea and Coast Fisheries Fund. 

The number of loans, viz., 399, made in the year shows an increase as compared with 
the previous year, viz., 134, but the amount of advances is less, being £6,932, as con- 
trasted with £8,071. 

To assist some of the counties endowed under the Irish Reproductive Loan Fund Act, 
allocations were made to the extent of £5,800. 

The arrears have slightly increased, and amount to £2,588, including £2,5 11 on loans 
handed over to us by the late trustees. 

The amount available for loans in 1887 was £19,474.

The number of buildings transferred to this Board by the Church Temporalities 
Commissioners for preservation as National Monuments was 137, at 128 of which the 
works necessary for arresting dilapidation, and insuring the preservation of the structures 
from decay, have been carried out with much care and judgment. At four of the 
remaining nine monuments referred to, little or no trace of the buildings could be 
discovered, and no repairs are therefore practicable ; but preparations are'being made 
for proceeding with the execution of the works of repair necessary at the remaining 
five structures. 

The details of the works executed during the past year will be found in the report ol 
the Superintendent, in the Appendix E.

Under the provisions of the Tramways Acts of 1860 and 1861 we are required, on 
the application ot the promoters of tramway and light railway projects, to cause an 
inquiry to be held into the merits of the undertakings from an engineering point of 
view, and to any modification in that respect which may be advantageously made, 
and to report our opinion thereon. These reports are directed to be submitted to the 
Grand Juries for their consideration in approving of the proposals made, prior to 
granting a baronial guarantee on the amount of capital required for the carrying 
out of any proposed undertaking, and to an Order of the Lord Lieutenant in Council 
being sought. 

The cost of these inquiries has been defrayed out of funds deposited in our hands by 
the Promoters. 

The following cases were brought forward for inquiry at last Spring Assizes, and 
were duly reported on by the Board : — Kilrush and Kilkee Light Hail way, County 
Clare ; Kenmare and Headfort Light Railway, County Kerry ; and Galway, Headford, 
Cong, and Clifden Light Railway, Counties Galway and Mayo, but none of these obtained 
the requisite guarantees on the capital required from the Grand Juries. 

The total mileage of projects guaranteed is 428 miles ; the total cost, according to the 
promoters’ estimate, is £1,884,816, and the guaranteed capital £1,672,032. 

Our duty in connexion with the guaranteed undertakings is that prescribed by the 
10th section, subsection 4, of the Tramways Act of 1883, which enacts that before any 
Order in Council is made authorizing the carrying out of a guaranteed project, we are 
required to furnish the Lord Lieutenant in Council with an estimate of the amount of 
paid-up capital which will be necessary for the purposes of the undertaking. The 
estimates having been examined and checked for that purpose, were submitted to the 
Privy Council at the hearing of applications for Orders authorizing the construction of 
any line of tramway or light railway, and the Engineers who checked those estimates 
attended at the hearing and were examined thereon. The following table shows 
the applications which have been passed by the Privy Council under this Act, together 
with the valuation of guaranteeing areas, &c., &c.

Having been called upon to make the engineering inquiry previous to Order in Council 
being sought authorizing the construction of the Bray Electric Tramway we reported 
favourably on that undertaking. 

We inserted in the Estimates for 1886-87 an amount to enable us to meet any con- 
tributions which may become payable in respect of the two per cent, guaranteed by 
Government under the 9th Section of the “ Tramways (Ireland) Act, 1883.” Up to the 
present time one such application only has been received— that of the Schull and 
Skibbereen Company. 


Receiver Accounts for Loans. 

We continue in possession of the Southern Railway having seen no opportunity of 
disposing of it. The line which is twenty-six miles in length connects Thurles and 
Clonmel, and is worked by the Waterford and Limerick Railway Company. Its gross 
earnings in the year 1886 amounted to £8,929, aft-r paying for haulage, rent to the 
Great Southern, and other charges, there remained a surplus of £1,913. We received 
from the County Tipperary and other guarantors the sum of £3, 145, to pay the half yearly 
“ d at 'the rate of 5 percent, per annum on the guaranteed stock amounting to 
£52,900, which has been duly paid over to the shareholders holding that Stock. 

Our Receiver over the Galway Harbour Revenues reports a 'gross receipt in the 
year to 31st March last of £4,080 7s. 4 d. We paid over to the Exchequer in the same 
time £2,039, and held a balance of £624 14s. 6 d., the whole of which and a larger 
amount will be required immediately to meet the cost of renewing the dock gates

No. 1. — Clones. 

The ruins here are the round tower, the remains of 
the abbey, the curious coped tomb in the graveyard 
and the cross in the market place. Considerable re- 
pairs had to be done at the tower : it has been pointed 
both inside and out. In many places the mortar had 
entirely disappeared from between the stones through 
the entire thickness of the walls. The abbey has 
nothing worthy of preservation. The foundation of 
Clones Abbey dates back as far as the 6th century by 
St. Tigernach, who died in 548 a.d., and was buried at 
Clones. The coped tomb in the graveyard is a par- 
ticularly interesting structure, very ancient and evi- 
dently erected to some ecclesiastic of note. . There is 
no inscription to indicate its date or ownership. 

No. 2. — Islands of Arran. 

The remains on the South Island, consist of 
O’Brien’s Castle erected within the circuit of a large 
pre-historic fort. The castle is 16th century work 
and although extensive has little of architectural 
detail. It has been carefully repaired. 

Kill Gobnet Oratory. Eighteen feet in length 13 feet 
6 inches wide. 


The works on the forts have been the repairing of 
breaches with dry walling and the underpinning of 
some of the walls. That on the churches the under- 
pinning of portions of the walls and any repairs neces- 
sary to prevent further demolition. 

Drumlahan Tower and Church. — This tower is a 
wonderful example of fitted masonry. It is only half 
its original height and the upper portion is a different 
masonry to the lower part. The church is of consider- 
able dimensions, the windows were originally fitted 
with tracery but little architectural details remain, 
but the excavations near the building have resulted 
in the finding of a great portion of the jambs of the 
main entrance. A considerable amount of work has 
been done here and the building is now in a position 
to resist decay for many years. 

Killeshan, Queen's County. — The principal interest 
in this church is the western doorway, consisting of 
four recessed arches with steep pediment over. The 
ornament on the voussoir reminds one of the arch at 
Monaincha, near Boscrea. The ornament is not so 
fine, but it has a delicacy svhich puts it in another 
category from the Romanesque. I need only refer to 
page 83, Lord Dunraven’s work, edited by Miss 
Stokes, for a description of this beautiful doorway 
with the inscriptions thereon. The date of the church 
was early in the 12th century. The works connected 
with this building have, as in all other cases, been 
confined to the maintenance of the structure without 
attempt at restoration. 

Clondalkin. — The Round Tower here has been 
thoroughly repaired, and is now in a safe condition. 

Maliaree Islands. — The cells and casliels on these 
islands are particularly interesting as examples of 
archaic building and are of the same character as the 
Arran forts. In one of the cells referred to, in a recess 
in the wall there was found an ancient bell of iron 
encrusted with copper. This bell has been presented 
by the Board -to the Royal Irish Academy, together 
with two or three other objects of interest found at 
the same place. 

Mellifont Abbey. — The accompanying illustrations 
of this most interesting ruin show the extent of the 
original church. The remains of the most ancient 
part of it are indicated by the dotted lines which mark 
the portions of early walls. Excavation has been 
made in the direction of the line of the nave running 


Tempul Caomhan.— These ruins have been repaired 
as far as necessary. They all exhibit two dates of 
work. The walls are very ancient . The. pointed 
doors and circular headed windows are insertions. In 
one of the stone roofed cells on the south island was 
found a human skeleton strangely doubled up. The 
most interesting discovery on this island was within 
the circuit of a fort much covered with sand not far 
from the landing place. It had evidently been used 
as a burying place both in Christian and Pagan times. 
On the top were many graves evidently Christian, but 
near to the surrounding wall was discovered a cist en- 
compassed by irpriglrt stones. On investigating this 
several cinerary urns were discovered, the mouths down 
wards, and containing burnt bones and ashes. These 
urns together with the remains of others found in 
proximity but outside the fort, have been presented 
by the Board to the Royal Irish Academy. The fort 
is called in English the Fort of the Fern. 

The fort and burialplace of the Seven Daughters is 
also on this island. It is a very extensive structure 
and near to this is a curious isolated altar. 

On the middle island are the great forts Mothar 
Dun and Fort Conar, the Church of Kill Canonagh. 


westward, and resulted in the finding of portion of the 
piers of this part of the church. There is therefore 
little difficulty in arriving at a conclusion as to the 
original plan of the building. The walls of the south 
transept, with the exception of one pier, are of later 
date than the other portions, no doubt this south 
transept was similarly divided by piers and arches as 
the north. Considerable alterations were made in 
succeeding years. The central piers have been re- 
modelled in the 15th century, and the walls of south 
transept rebuilt at same time. The south aisle of the 
nave is not of early date, but there is no doubt this 
portion of the church extended for a considerable 
distance in a westerly direction with piers and arches. 

The dotted portion of the plan indicates the early 
church which preceded any portion of the existing 
ruins with the exception of the wall at the west of 
St. Bernard’s Chapel. The ruins form a most attractive 
subject for the antiquaiy. 

St. Audoen's. — The Portlester chapel and aisle of St. 
Audoen’s. This interesting ruin has been carefully 
examined and the works of reparation have resulted 
in many curious discoveries.

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Eighth Station (see illustration, No. 14). — Large 
inscribed cross.

Tenth Station (see illustration, No. 16). — Inscribed 
cross. 

Eleventh Station (see illustration, No. 17). — A 
stone seat with large stones set at the back, called the 
Station of Prayer (in Irish, Ath na gloon — place of 
knees). 

Twelfth Station. — A cairn; near this is Columbkil’s 
Chapel, measuring 18 feet 6 inches by 10 feet, walls 
2 feet 3 inches thick, built in mortar about 4 feet high; 
near this chapel is what is called the bed covered with 
stone slab and surrounding stones, near this is a slab 
of stone inscribed with a cross, called in Irish, Lack 
na mun, or “under stone." Here all requests by 
prayer are made. 

Thirteenth Station (see illustration, No. 18). — 
Small cross. 

Fourteenth Station (see illustration, No. 19). — 
Triple station, each stone engraved with a cross. 

Dowth Rath {Meath ) — (see illustration, No. 20.) — 
The accompanying plans and sections of the above 
monument illustrate the result of excavations which 
have lately been carried out. From time immemorial 
the existence of the cruciform chamber was known as 
well as the small chambers towards the south, com- 
monly called the king’s tomb. The entrance to these 
is by a passage twenty-seven feet long, formed by 
eighteen upright stones, and covered with slabs of 
great size. 

The centre chamber is octagonal, 8 feet between 
the sides, the chambers right and left are 6 feet formed 
by five stones. The chamber forming the head of the 
cross is also formed of five stones, and is 5 feet 3 inches 
from end to end. The king’s tomb is 9 feet 9 inches 
by 3 feet 6 inches, beyond which is a second chamber 
4 feet by 3 feet 6 inches, and to the north of it two 
smaller chambers. 

On the floor of the central chamber is the hollow 
slab so frequently found in similar structures. Nearly 
nil the lining stones of the central chamber are covered 
with devices, the character of which I shall refer to 
hereafter. The form of the rath is circular, about 300 
feet by an average of 45 feet high. The entire is 
surrounded by stones of great size set on edge. Certain 
indications of further subterranean passages gave the 
clue to the excavations which have been carried on, 
and resulted in the discovery of further passages. Cn 
commencing at the northern end of the known 
entrance to the central chamber au opening was 
made which led to a passage terminating at 
either end by circular cells carefully roofed with 
corbelling stones. In this passage were foimd a 
quantity of bones, mostly horses and lower animals, 
but none human. The passage has an incline towards 
the south. On emerging from it at the point where it 
met the entrance to the originally known chamber a 
flight of steps was discovered. I have no doubt that 
these chambers were approached only by this passage, 
and that the entrance used for many years was used 
for the investigation of the contents of the central 
portion. 

In the circular cell at the southern end of the carved 
passage were found three articles, a bronze pin, a 
buckle, and an iron dagger. I have shown these to 
competent judges, whose opinion is worthy of respect, 
and they look on the pin and dagger as Danish, and 
the buckle as Irish work. 

Should they be correct it would confirm the belief 
that Dowth was one of the places sacked by the Danes. 


(See Anna ls of the Four Masters.) To the south of 
the passage described further excavation was carried 
on, and a curious chamber was discovered fourteen 
feet in diameter, surrounded by massive stones most of 
which are covered with similar carvings to those found 
in the cruciform chamber. This chamber appears to 
have been approached by a passage towards the south- 
west, also formed by very large stones. On the largest 
stone to the right are four hollows of a type well 
known to antiquaries. The obscurity as to the mean- 
ing of the devices carved on these stones has led me to 
compare them with marking on pottery, also with 
masons’ marks used at the present day and in past 
ages, both in India and other parts of the world. The 
devices on the pottery of the Zuni Indians (of which 
they are able to give explanation), and which are seen 
on the ware obtained for the University of Oxford, 
and so beautifully illustrated in proceedings of the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington, may help to 
give a clue to the reading of the devices at Dowth, 
Loughcrew, and elsewhere. I find so many similar 
devices on the Cyprian ware corresponding with those 
at Dowth, which will enable the reader to compare 
notes and further investigate this very interesting 
subject. The mark known as the sevastikaiscommonto 
India, Cyprus, and Ireland ; and, in the churchyard at 
Dingle, I have found this on a very ancient tomb. 
The cruciform shape of a chamber or a device must 
not lead to the opinion that it is Christian, it is more 
likely to be a symbol of the sun. I do not pretend to 
explain the devices on Dowth, but merely wish to give 
a clue to further investigation and comparison. 

I think that there can be little doubt that the mark- 
ings are astronomical or connected with the elements 
when these affected the feelings and habits of the 
people at the time they were made. No doubt some 
of the markings tend to the belief that they were made 
to illustrate the ramifications of the Rath ; they were 
made in or in surrounding similar structures, those 
especially on the rocks near to Staigue Fort, in Kerry, 
lead me to this theory. These were partially examined 
by the late Lord D unraven, but much more remains 
to be done, and a careful investigation of the archaic 
remains of that part of the country are well worthy of 
further examination. 

The works at Dowth are completed; the crater 
formed in the top of the Moate has been partially filled 
up, and the chambers and passages are protected and 
left in such a manner as will enable them to be 
examined. 

Loughcrew {Tattin, Meath ). — The tombs on the 
Loughcrew hills have also received attention. These 
were thoroughly examined in 1865. The interesting 
volume by Eugene Alfred Conwell, Esq., so carefully 
describes them that it is almost needless to go into 
further particulars. The great danger to these monu- 
ments was the exposure to the atmosphere of the in- 
scribed stones — a prolongation of the entrance covered 
by a rough arch has been thought the best way of 
preserving them. This is being done. 

The cave of Drumlagan, county Waterford, is care- 
fully protected by surrounding wall with gate, this 
effectually preserves the Ogham inscription from in- 
jury. . 

No work has been commenced at Tara, and it is very 
difficult to say what can be done owing to the extent 
of the earth-works and the value of the grazing land 
in which they are. 

Carrowmore {Sligo ). — These monuments have been 
vested. They are of great extent. It is proposed to pro- 
ceed at once with the necessary excavations.
